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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the HMI ballast with 
inverter and direct converter that modulates a plurality of switches and diodes must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The abbreviation HMI needs to be written out. Also, the 
specification is lacking as to how the split mode operation of the ballast works? What 
does a direct converter mean? What kind of conversion is happening here? From the 
specification pages 50-60, the claimed invention appears to be an inverter that operates 
in two modes of operation. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or(g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claim 5 is rejected, as best understood by the examiner, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Giannopoulos et al (USP 6,100,647) in view of Salzmann et 
al. (USP 3,070,914). Giannopoulos discloses the claimed invention, a lamp ballast 
circuit with line current and voltage that operates in a square wave output for voltage 
and current output except for two modes of operations of the inverter circuit. Salzmann 
discloses that it is known in the art to provide the two modes of operations of the 
inverter circuit. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention was made to provide two modes of operations of the inverter circuit 
of Salzmann with the lamp ballast circuit with line current and voltage that operates in a 
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square wave output for voltage and current of Giannopoulos, in order to provide a 
increase the transmitted power and to vary the reactive power requirement. 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited prior art discloses the state of the art in the field of 
inverter control circuitry for ballast lamps.
